Many of the 15 
juveniles and two 
adults responsible 
for recent incidents 
of graffiti downtown 
began repainting the 
damaged property 
last week, including 
the gazebo in The 
Park, which was 
done in time for 
Clown Town carni- 
val held there last 
Saturday. 

On Wednesday, 10 
Middle School stu- 
dents spent the half 
day they had off from 
school repainting the 
gazebo in The Park. 

The 17 admitted 
vandals accepted 20 
hours of community 
service in exchange 
for no charges being 
filed against them, a 
plan worked out 
with police, property 
owners, town and 
school officials and 
parents. 

The kids doing the 
painting last week 
thought the trade 
was a good idea. 

“Tt’s not fun, but I 
guess it’s a good 
idea,” said Matt A., a 
seventh-grade stu- 
dent. “At least I 
admitted I did it.” 

“All I did was 
write on the cement. 
I didn’t write any- 
thing bad. I just 
wrote ‘Matt.’ Right 
over there,” he said 
pointing to the floor 
of the gazebo. 

The time spent 
painting was to be 
deducted from the 20 
hours of community 
service. Another stu- 
dent picked up trash 
in The Park because 
there were not 


enough brushes to go 
around, 

“This takes some 
hours off it,’ Matt A. 
said, wielding his 
brush. “But it 
depends on if we drip 
or not. If we drip, 
then we get hours 
added on to our com 
munity service.” 

Carrie, another 
Middle School stu- 
dent, said her friends 
usually gather at the 
gazebo or elsewhere 
in The Park after 
school. 

“We usually hang 


around here,” she 
said. 
Carrie said she 


was glad the gazebo 
would be cleaned up 
and that she would 
be upset if the gazebo 
were defaced with 
graffiti again soon. 

“Tt better not be,” 
she said.

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Patrolman Fred Sunderland wins new panel

Patrolman Fred Sunderland Jr. two weeks 
ago won a court decision in his disability 
case against the town, which will allow him 
to have a new medical panel review his case. 

Officer Sunderland, 48, an 18-year veteran, 
left the police department in May of 1988 
because of emotional stress, according to 
court documents. Neither he or the town has 
elaborated on the cause or symptoms of the 
stress, but Officer Sunderland has called it a 
“medical type of thing.” 


The town put him out injured in the line 
of duty at 100 percent pay. In the summer of 
1989, the town retired him at 72 percent of his 
his $35,000 annual salary. 

In October 1989, a medical panel review 
ing his case for the Public Employees Retire- 
ment Administration said the stress was not 
job related, and that Officer Sunderland 
could only receive ordinary disability pay, 
about 50 percent of his salary. The Andover 
Contributory Retirement Board subsequent 
ly turned down the accidental disability. 

Officer Sunderland appealed the retire 
ment board decision in Suffolk Superior 


Court in January 1990, In May 1991, the state 
Contributory Retirement Appeals Board 
heard Officer Sunderland’s appeal and found 
that the medical panel which reviewed his 
involuntary disability retirement was 
“improperly constituted” and used an incor 
rect standard, and referred the matter to a 
new medical panel, CRAB said the original 
medical panel was improper because one of 
its three members was an intern 


The town appealed that decision, It want 
ed CRAB to confirm the original medical 
panel decision that the emotional stress was 
not job related. The appeal also challenged 
the admission of evidence before the admin 
istrative magistrate which was never previ 
ously introduced concerning causes of 
Patrolman Sunderland’s permanent disabili- 


ty 


The town lost that appeal on March 6, and 
must now wait for the new medical panels

A firearms charge was dropped last week 
against a Salem Street man who shot and 
killed a pet dog for attacking his chickens. 

Allen Gronquist, 34, of 261 Salem St., was 
charged with a firearms violation and cruel- 
ty to animals on Saturday, April 4, after he 
shot and killed a neighbor's pet dog, which 
had allegedly killed a number of Mr. Gron- 
quist’s mother’s chickens at their 261 Salem 
St. home, 

The firearms charge was dropped last 
Wednesday, May 13, at a hearing in 
Lawrence District Court because it was filed 
under a state statute that allows the dis- 
charge of a firearm on private property with 
the owner’s permission, according to Wayne 
Nader, animal control officer. Mr. Gron- 


quist’s mother, Paula Gronquist, owner of 


the property, would have been able to give 
her son that permission, according to Mr. 
Nader. 

Mr. Gronquist was not charged with a vio- 
lation of the town bylaw, which bans the dis- 
charge of firearms. 


“Those charges weren’t filed,’ Mr. Nader 
said. 

A charge of cruelty to animals against Mr. 
Gronquist was held for trial, but no date has 
been set for a pre-trial hearing. 

“The cruelty charge went to a complaint 
SO We're going forward on that,” Mr. Nader 
said. 

Pat Hoopes, 40, of 9 Wethersfield Drive, 
owner of the dead, medium-size, mix-breed 
female named Roxie, was charged with leash

law and nuisance violations. Ms. Hoopes did 
not contest the charges and paid the fines for 
the two charges, according to police. Mr. 
Nader did not know the amount of the fines. 

Paul Kenney, 49, of 16 Wethersfield Drive, 
owner of another dog allegedly involved in 
chasing the chickens but which got away 
unhurt, went through a hearing for the same 
charges as Ms.Hoopes but also decided to pay 
the fines after a judge refused to dismiss the 
charges against him. 

The dogs apparently went into Ms. Gron- 
quist’s yard and chased the roughly 100 
chickens, killing about seven of them and 
injuring others. A neighbor caught Ms. 
Hoopes’ dog and tied it to a post outside a 
barn on the property. The other dog ran 
away. 


Ms. Gronquist and one son, Gary Gron- 
quist, began shooing some of the chickens 
into the barn, but had to move the dog 
because it was too close to the door. She 
untied the dog and moved it around to the 
front of the house, and tied it up again. Allen 
Gronquist then allegedly came out of the 
house with a shotgun and, while it was still 
tied up, shot the dog twice, killing it. 


Ms. Gronquist said Allen was in the show. 
er when she first alerted her boys that the 
dogs were chasing the chickens. and didn’t 
know the dog was tied up when he came out 
of the house and shot the dog from about 30 
feet away. 

Patrolman James Reilly investigated and 
filed the charges.

Mr. Maqubela spoke about his arrest in 
South Africa when he was a high school stu 
dent and his subsequent journey to Bot 
swana, Nigeria, and finally the United States. 

The Maqubelas told of life in exile where 
they feared attacks by the South African gov 
ernment and were forced to move around 
every night because of raids on refugees. The 
couple was forced to make a hiding place for 
their 6-month-old son to ensure his safety 
when the authorities came for them. 

Students wanted to know whether things 
had improved under President F.W. de Klerk all j 
and what they could do to help the situation :

Amnesty International works to free prison- 
ers of conscience, who are imprisoned sim- 
ply for their beliefs, and works to secure a 
fair trial for all prisoners and protect them 
from torture. Students wrote letters to the 
governments of Tunisia, the Ukraine and 
Peru, urging leaders to either release prison- 
ers or treat them fairly. 

The high school was visited by a Haitian 
woman living in Boston on Thursday. The 
woman discussed the recent immigration of 
thousands of Haitian refugees after the over- 
throw of the popularly elected government 
by a violent coup. The coup government com- 
mitted human rights violations, and a major- 
ity of the refugees were fleeing these abuses, 
not coming for economic reasons.

The speaker said that the American media 
promoted the idea that all the refugees were 
economic refugees, and that the U.S. govern- 
ment did not interview the refugees thor- 
oughly enough.

The week concluded with a concert on Fri- 
day afternoon. The band Guy Smiley and 
Spanish teacher Bill Kolbe entertained the 
crowd with music, and Amnesty members 
distributed information on human rights. 

“The week was strengthened by the very 
powerful speakers whose personal experi- 
ences with the subject of human rights made 
their stories very moving,” said Laura Mor- 
rissey, one of the coordinators of the 
Amnesty chapter at the high school. “I hope 
this week becomes a tradition at Andover 
High School.”

of directors right away,” she said of 


her first election to a LWV post in 1952. 

Mrs. Cole believes this will be the 
first time a League president has been 
re-elected, 

“Usually another woman is named 
president. | don’t think there is a writ- 
ten rule about not having the same 
president re-elected. It just hasn’t 
worked out that way,” she said. 

When the Coles moved to Andover 
in 1952, Mrs. Cole was looking after her 
three small children and she wanted to 
make new friends. She was becoming 
discouraged. 

“T was tired of finding women to talk 
to who only were interested in diapers. 
I knew there had to be some intelligent 
young women out there who were 
interested in social and political 
issues,” she said jokingly. 

One of the many things Mrs. Cole 
likes about the LWV is that any wom- 
an can join. She doesn’t have to be 
invited or sponsored by another mem- 
ber. 

“You don’t have to be super smart to 
join, That is a big misconception. You 
just have to be interested in issues,” 
she said, 


Mrs. Cole said although 
this newcomer majority 
had good intentions, 
some members 


alienated a lot of people 
in town offices, includ- 
ing former town man- 
ager Ken Mahony. 


After her two years as LWV presi- 
dent she returned to the board, but 
then resigned in 1967 to run for a seat 
on the School Committee. She was 
elected to the School Committee and 
served for two, three-year terms. She 
was defeated when she ran for reelec- 
tion to a third term, 

Membership is down 

During the ’60s, Mrs. Cole said the 
Andover LWV had approximately 200 
members. Today the membership has 
dropped below 100, she said.

Mrs 
Cole recog- 
nized that

demands on 
women’s time has had an effect on the 
membership. But, she notes, the 
League has always had both morning 
and evening meetings to accommodate 
members’ schedules. 

During the ’80s, there was a large 
growth in the town’s population. Mrs, 
Cole said the number of newcomers 
outweighed the long-time members 
who understood how Andover town 
government works, 

Mrs. Cole said although this new- 
comer majority had good intentions, 
some members alienated a lot of people 
in town offices, including former town 
manager Ken Mahony. 

“It got so bad that he used to say out 
loud when he saw some of ( the League 
members) coming, ‘Here comes the 
League of Women bitches.’ Some of 
these (new) people were very outspo- 
ken. They’d bust into offices at town 
hall and demand copies of reports. 
They generally made pests of them- 
selves,” Mrs. Cole said. 

It was during this time, she believes, 
that many women left the League. 
Many of them haven’t returned, 
according to Mrs. Cole. 

“After stirring up a hornet’s nest, 
many of those women have either 
moved out of town or are no longer 
involved with the League,” she said. 

Mrs. Cole believes holding more 
“discussion” meetings on issues will 
attract both new members and reacti- 
vate those who have been less 
involved. 

Discussion meetings center on 
issues on which the national League 
has taken a position, as well as those 
that are new. According to Mrs. Cole, 
the national League has positions on 
almost every issue that affects the lives 
of people in the United States, from 
health care and domestic violence to 
civil and reproductive rights. 

Study groups on the local level 
research issues and report their indi- 
vidual League positions to the state

The national League of Women 
Voters was established in 1920 to help 
women, who had just been given the 
right to vote, learn about the issues. 
The Andover LWV chapter was 
begun at the same time as the nation- 
al chapter, said Virginia Cole, 
Andover LWV president. 

According to Mrs. Cole, the League 
has many roles, including supplying 
information, building public opinion, 
supporting or opposing legislation. 
The League on the local, state and 
national levels does not support or 
oppose any political party or candi- 
date. 

The national League does vote, 
based on the consensus of state and 
local members, on various issues and 
takes a public stand, 

League activity in Andover cen- 
ters on the “unit meeting.” Unit meet- 


League. The 50 state Leagues then meet 
once a year to review local Leagues’ 
work and come to a consensus and 
state the national League position. 

State and local Leagues may lobby 
the national League on issues about 
which they disagree. But individual 
Leagues may not lobby against nation- 
al positions, said Mrs. Cole. If a local 
League has come to a consensus that 
differs with the national position, it 
must remain quiet, she said. 

Some issues, such as a woman’s 
right to choose to terminate an 
unwanted pregnancy, have created a 
lot of discourse within the local 
League, Mrs. Cole said. The Nation 
League of Women Voters supports a 
woman’s right to choose. 

At a local meeting in 1973, when the 
country was in heated discussion on 
the Roe vs. Wade abortion question, 
the Andover League experienced some 
outside pressure akin to the type the 
national League received.

ings are discussion and study groups 
in which members have the opportu- 
nity to learn about particular issues, 
discuss these issues with other mem- 
bers and form opinions about them. 

There is a resource committee for 
each study item. It is the responsibili- 
ty of each committee to gather, digest 
and organize the material on its sub- 
ject and then lead a discussion and 
question-and-answer session at unit 
meetings. Usually, two unit meetings 
are held for the same subject, which 
provides members two opportunities 
to learn about the subject and voice 
their opinions. 

After a study group has held a dis- 
cussion meeting and a sense of agree- 
ment has been reached by voting 
members, the local League reports its 
consensus to the state League, which 
tabulates all local leagues’ positions 
for the annual national meeting. 

This year the national meeting 
will be held in Boston starting Fri- 
day, June 12, and running through 
Wednesday, June 17. Those at the 
National LWV meeting, which is 
comprised of state delegates who rep- 
resent their state’s consensus on 
issues, vote on the various topics dis- 
cussed during the past year. 


Mrs. Cole said the local Catholic 
church sent a group of nuns to a dis- 
cussion meeting on the right to choose. 
All League meetings are open to the 
public, but non-League members are 
not allowed to vote on the issues, she 
said. 

“T was very angry. They didn’t say 
anything. They were just there suppos- 
edly to put pressure on the women who 
were there to discuss the issue freely. 
It made for a very uncomfortable atmo- 
sphere,” she said. 

Nothing like that has happened 
since, Mrs. Cole said, but she believes 
by holding more discussion meetings 
the Andover League will be able to 
reactivate members and attract new 
women to the organization. 


(By the way. Mrs. Cole said men can 
be members, too. Approximately 10 
years ago, the League voted to admit 
men. In Andover, there are very few 
men in the League.)

Mixing street language including 
some raw swearing with getting into 
the voice of wealthy rich folk and 
police officers, Mr. Seale held the audi 
ence spell-bound for an hour and a half, 
when someone told him he’d have to 
stop speaking. 

Mr. Seale said the Black Panther 
Party is incorrectly thought of as a mil 
itant group of blacks. He said he and 
Mr. Newton founded it to bring about 
social change for African Americans. 
He said that before 1962, he knew noth- 
ing about politics and African Ameri 
cans. By reading and listening, talking 
and organizing, Mr. Seale learned that 
being black does not mean being inferi 
or. 

In the beginning 

When Bobby Seale was in third 
grade, a teacher told him not to say 
“dem” and “dos,” for them and those. 
Or, as he put it several times during 
his talk Friday: “Dis, dat, do, da, mo 
and fo,” meaning “this, that those, the, 
more and for.” 

“You are speaking pidgin language,” 
Mr. Seale said his teacher told him, 
and he would feel ashamed and like he 
was inferior. 

But 12 years of research, which 
included some time when he was in 
college, told Mr. Seale that he came 
from the West Coast of Africa where 
the language had no sound for “th,” 
“ar,” “er,” and no rolling “r.” 
Learning from heroes 

“T heard Martin Luther King speak 
and it blew my mind,” said Mr. Seale. 
“T heard Malcolm X speak and it blew 
my mind. I dropped my engineering 
major and went into social sciences.” 

He had an argument when he was in 
college, with a professor at Merrit Col 
lege in Oakland, Calif., who constantly 
used the term “negroid.” 

“Africanoid would be more appro- 
priate,” said Mr. Seale, who pointed 
out that there is no country named 
“Negro.” 

Mr. Seale made the audience laugh, 
think, squirm and listen. Wearing a 
gray button-down shirt, pink necktie, 
khaki trousers and a white baseball

hat with a very large black “X” on it, 
and looking younger than his self- 
avowed “way over 50 years of age,” Mr. 
Seale spoke with passion. He swore, 
using the f-word liberally, and he 
talked about what it is like to be black 
in a society that is run by whites. 

“Twenty-eight members of the Black 
Panther Party were killed, orchestrat 
ed by (former FBI Director) J. Edgar 
Hoover, rest his racist soul,” said Mr, 
Seale. “J. Edgar Hoover hated our guts 
and Martin Luther King’s guts and the 
Kennedys’ guts.” 

He could imitate Huey Newton, who, 
said Mr. Seale, sounded very literate 
and deliberate, “like white folk,” 
unlike Mr. Seale, who talks more with 
feeling and passion. 

“I’m trying to show you how I got 
unbrainwashed,” said Mr. Seale, drop- 
ping the names of books and authors, 
“material that was blowing my mind, 
just to know I wasn’t inferior.” 

In 1965, Malcolm X was assassinated 
and the Watts riots occurred. That was 
the year Mr. Seale and Mr. Newton 
began working on forming the Black 
Panther Party. It was not formed to be 
militant, Mr. Seale told the PA audi- 
ence. The two black men founded it to 
fulfill several goals. The Panthers 
wanted the power to determine their 
own destiny, decent housing, full 
employment for African Americans, a 
decent education that includes African- 
American history, “immediate end” to 
police brutality, no fighting in Vietnam 
and fairness in court. 

He’s a storyteller 
Mr. Seale, now on the faculty of 


Ge

Temple University in Philadelphia, 
doing minority recruiting and working 
on the sereen play for his 1968 book 
written from jail, Seize The Time, can 
tell a story. He described one evening 
in 1965 when “Huey and I got into a 
fight with the police because I recited a 
poem.” It was an anti-war poem, “say 
ing, ‘I ain’t going to go to your damn 
draft.” 

He said he started to recite the 
poem, on campus, in front of a large 
crowd. 


“Some white boy comes out, blowing 
a joint,” said Mr, Seale, who began to 
speak in the voice of the white “boy,” 
who wanted Mr. Seale to stand up on a 


chair so he could be heard. Mr. Seale> 


told the PA crowd that he told the Cali- 
fornia crowd that night, over and over 
again, “I will not serve.” 

“This white crew-cut kid says, ‘You 
under arrest for using obscene lan- 
guage.’ ” 

In language that isn't appropriate 
for a family newspaper, Mr. Seale told 
the PA crowd that he asked the crew- 


cut kid if he’d heard of freedom of 


speech. 

Mr, Seale said the crowd was “going 
crazy,” saying, “Leave him alone, he 
ain't done nothing.’ ” 

“Then this guy in a yellow T-shirt 
charges at me in the stomach,” said 
Mr, Seale. “Later, | found they were 
undercover cops.”

Mr. Seale said, “I thought they was 
lynching me at the University of Cali- 
fornia/ Berkeley.” 

But then Mr. Seale pulled out a knife 
and he cut a policeman, He was 
charged with assault and battery of a 
police officer. 

By 1966, Mr. Newton was a first-year 
law student and he and Mr. Seale took 
to the streets with other Black Pan 
thers, carrying tape recorders and law 
books to observe the police making 
arrests on the streets, so “they 
wouldn’t commit acts of police brutali 
ty.” 

Mr. Seale said it was necessary to 
arm the Black Panthers, for self- 
defense. In his book, Seize The Time, 
Mr. Seal quotes Huey P. Newton about 
guns: “I’m standing on my constitu 
tional rights. I’m not going to allow you 
to brutalize me. I’m going to stop you 
from brutalizing my people. You got 
your gun, pig, I got mine. If you shoot 
at me, I’m shooting back.” 

Mr. Seale also talked about the envi- 
ronment, how there are 5.4 billion 
human beings on Earth, when 100 
years ago there were | billion people. 
Calling himself an “Barth citizen,” he 
said we have to take care of the envi- 
ronment. 

He said the recent Los Angeles riots 
mirrored the problems of the ‘60s in 
Watts. And he said the jury in the Rod- 
ney King case is “the same as the Bush- 
Reagan racist-framework Willie-Hor- 
ton philosophy — They make all white 
folk scared of blacks.” 


RECYCLE

In answer to a letter in last week's 
Townsman from Carol Hopkins, I real- 
ly can’t speak for the town but I would 
like to point out that the regulations 
she seemed to be objecting to, recycling 
of metal, glass, paper and yard refuse, 
are not in addition to the present recy- 


cling program with the exception of 


metal. 


The regulations are set by the state 
by ordering incinerators (which is 
where we dispose of our trash) to stop 


taking various items. When the incin- 
erator refuses leaves and old stoves 
and tin cans, provisions have always 
been made by the town for its resi- 
dents. People now buying new large 
appliances can make arrangements 
with the seller to take the old ones 
away. Leaves can be composted at 
home or at the town’s compost site and 
when the tin cans are refused, I feel 
sure the town will have an answer. 


Andover is thinking ahead, trying to 
help the environment and obeying 


state regulations. These are not idle 
wishes of a small group of people, 
What we refer to as tin cans are in 


reality steel cans with a thin coating of 


tin on the inside to prevent rusting. 
Manufacturing techniques over the 
years have reduced the amount of tin 
in these cans so there is now a larger 
market for them to be recycled along 
with other steel scraps. The Steel Can 
Recycling Institute, a trade group, says 
they can now be added to the mix in 
the steel mills without causing blem- 
ishes as too much tin may do. 


This is good news for all of us in the 
Northeast where for a long time there 
were no de-tinning mills and trans- 
portation of tin cans to New Jersey was 
too expensive. 


We will expect that by next year we 
will either have de-tinning mills or 
cans that can be recycled without de- 
tinning. Industry is now interested in 
recycling. 


Don’t lose your interest. The con- 
sumer must provide the raw materials.

“T lost a lot of friends,” Mr. Seero 
said. 

Mr. Seero, 69, of 8 Fox Hill Road, is 
one of eight Andover World War II vet 
erans who will represent their respec 
tive branches of the service at this 
Monday's Memorial Day Services in 
Andover, This year’s Memorial Day 
theme is the 50th anniversary of the 
United States’ involvement in World 
War II. 

Mr. Seero spent three years in the 
Navy, 1942-45, his first year on PB4 
patrol planes out of Iceland, spotting 
submarines for convoys crossing the 
Atlantic. He received the first of two 
Purple Hearts when he broke his arm 
and hand in a plane crash that killed 
half the 12-man crew, 

In 1943 he was assigned to the USS 
Wasp and spent much of the next two 
years in the Pacific, seeing action at 
Okinawa, Luzon and Iwo Jima, He saw 
kamikaze pilots at Okinawa and at the 
“Marianas turkey shoot,” where the 
task force he was with shot down 472 
planes in one day, 

“It was scary as hell because there 
was no defense against them,” he said 
of the kamikazes, “The only thing you 
could do was try and blow them up.” 

He has a piece of the map from one 
kamikaze that blew up so close to the 
ship that pieces of the map came float- 
ing down like confetti. Another blew 
up right off the bow, killing three or 
four and injuring about 20 of his crew. 

Mr. Seero came out of the war with 
11 medals and 14 ribbons, including 10 
Battle Stars and the two Purple Hearts. 

Calvin C, Deyermond, 71, a life 
long resident of Andover who now 
lives in Salem, N.H., served in the 
Army Air Corps for five years, from 
1940-1945. 

“T flew with the 8th Air Force, B-24 
bombers,” Mr, Deyermond said. 

He was a tail gunner flying bombing 
missions over Germany, “mostly up 
the Rhur Valley and the Rhine.” 

He sat hunched over in a small tur- 
ret manning two 50-caliber machine 
guns, The space was so cramped he 
had to leave his parachute outside the 
door, His plane became the lead plane 
carrying the bomb sight, so they tried 
not to shoot because it would cause the 
sight to vibrate. 

“But we fired our guns after the mis- 
sion,” although the enemy planes were 
usually too far away by then, he said. 

The main targets were ball bearing 
factories. “Stuttgart was one of the big 
targets for us,” he said. 

His closest call was When his plane 
was hit by flak on a return.trip to Eng- 
land. The hit took out an oil line, par- 
tially disabling the bomber. 

His plane dropped back to the pro- 
tection of the squadron and Mr. Deyer- 
mond said nothing ever looked so good 
as the White Cliffs of Dover. His plane 
flew just 100 feet high over the English 
Channel and made a “red-flare” emer- 
gency landing in England. 


Mr. Deyermond received the Air 
Medal and four battle stars for his ser 
vice over Germany 

Sidney N. Batchelder, 78, of 93 
Argilla Road, served two stints with 
the U.S. Coast Guard, the first, 1986 
'39, the second, 1942-45 

“T got from Norfolk, Va., almost to 
Murmansk, Russia,” Mr. Batchelder 
said. “Our main job was to break up 
weather stations in Greenland.” 

Mr. Batchelder’s service was mostly 
in the Arctic Cirele or close to it, 
including an island called Jan Mayen, 
300 miles north of Iceland, where he 
worked with what was left of the Nor 
wegian Army constructing a weather 
reconnaissance station. 

His closest call came when his cut- 
ter was chasing a trawler and he kept 
seeing big splashes around the cutter. 
They figured the Nazis were filling ash 
cans with explosives and dropping 
them overboard with timed fuses. They 
finally scuttled the trawler and 
plucked its 35 crew members off the 
ice, one of whom had a camera. When 
they developed the film, there were pic- 


tures of a submarine and pictures of 


the trawler taken from the sub, and the 
Coast Guardsmen realized the splashes 
four days earlier hadn't been ash cans. 

“Tt wasn’t ash cans at all, it was tor 
pedoes,” Mr. Batchelder said, “It was 
our own little two-bit war, but some 
body had to do it.” 

Mr, Batchelder will ride in a car 
Monday because of bad knees. 

Fred Stott, 74, of 4 Robandy Road, 
received the Navy Cross, second only 
to the Medal of Honor, for his service 
with the Marine Corps on Saipan. He 


also took part in the major battles of 


Kwajalein, Tinian and Iwo Jima. 

“T was in charge of a rifle platoon 
and ultimately a rifle company, which 
was infantry,” Mr. Stott said. “They 
were all landing operations to take an 
island.” 

He received the Navy Cross for coor- 
dinating an attack in the early stages 
of the battle of Saipan. 

“In warfare, things are terribly con- 
fused,” he said. 

He saw a way in which, if coordinat- 
ed, tanks and riflemen could advance a 


good distance across the lower end of 


the island, and helped put the plan into 
action. 

“It really established the beach 
head,” Mr. Stott said. 

He was injured his second day on 
Saipan when a tank in which he was 
riding was hit by a Japanese field gun. 
He was able to get out of the turret and 
jump to safety. On Iwo Jima he was 
trying to coordinate an infantry attack 
and was running zig-zag style from 
shell hole to shell hole when he was hit 
by a knee mortar, breaking his leg. He 
earned two Purple Hearts for his 
injuries. 

“T was lucky; neither one was seri- 
ous,” Mr, Stott said. 

Mr. Stott said his greatest war story 
was that he was engaged in battle for 
eight to 10 days on Iwo Jima, and “nev- 
er once saw a live Japanese.” 

“Military life is 95 percent boredom 
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said. 

The day’s activities begin with 
memorial services at local cemeteries 
beginning at 7 a.m., a parade through 
the downtown at 9:30 a.m., followed 
by services at Memorial Hall Audito 
rium at 10:30 a.m., and culminate 
with a wreath placing at 1 p.m. at the 
Route 133/Interstate 93 bridge. 


Memorial services are at 7 a.m. at 
West Parish Cemetery; 7:30 a.m. at St. 
Augustine's Cemetery; 8 a.m. in 
Spring Grove Cemetery at the Ameri- 
can Legion Monument and at 8:20 
a.m, at the D.A.R. Monument, 


At 9 a.m. marching units will 
assemble at their assigned areas at 
the rear of Old Town Hall for the 9:30 
a.m. start of the parade. 

Some of those taking part in the 
parade include the U.S. Army Her- 
itage Platoon, AMVETS band, U.S. 
Army, Marine Corps, Air Force and 
Coast Guard color guards, USS Con- 
stitution Color Guard, Andover and 
Tewksbury high school bands, Ameri- 
can ex-POWs, First New Hampshire 
Militia, Clan MacPherson Band, 
Lawrence Union Band, Boy Scouts, 


and occasional moments of terror,” he 
said. 

Dorothy A. Volker, 66, of 18 Wash 
ington Ave., forged her birth certifi 


cate, making her the required 20 years 


old instead of 18, when she enlisted 
with the Women’s Army Corps in 
1944. She was picked right out of basic 
training to be part of a show called 
“Shot from the City,” which traveled 
across the United States selling war 
bonds and recruiting people into 
defense work. 

“T had a great job. | was in 35 states 
in 14 months,” Ms. Volker said. “It was 
great fun,” 

The show operated like a carnival, 
setting up in a city, staying from two 
or three days to a week, then breaking 
down and moving on to the next city. It 
featured parts of German “Junka” 
planes and an entire Japanese “zero” 
fighter plane. 

The show started in Washington, 
D.C., and included Boston and Chicago. 
Part of the work included cleaning up 
after the show and Ms. Volker likes 
telling her kids that during the war, “I 
swept the streets of Chicago.” 

She was a bit embarrassed to admit 
that the WACs who participated in the 
show were chosen for their looks. 

“We stood around all the exhibits 
and answered questions,” she said. 

Doris E. St. Jean, 68, of 143 Chest- 
nut St., served in the Women’s 
Accepted Volunteer Emergency Ser- 
vices, working in the technical infor- 
mation department of the Navy’s 
Bureau of Aeronautics in Washington, 
DG: 

“T was a secretary to a captain and 
two commanders. It was special intelli- 
gence,” Ms. St. Jean said. “I couldn't 
tell anybody what I was doing at the

She and her friend, Mary McDonald, 
from Lawrence, joined together, went 
to Washington together and are still 
close friends. 

“T met a lot of wonderful people. I 
was very proud to be able to serve my 
country,” Ms. St. Jean said. 

Grace Hatch, 78, of 116 Wild Rose 
Drive, served 20 years in the Army 
Nurse Corps, from 1941 to 1961. She 


joined because she was 28, tired of liv- 


ing in New York City and wanted to 
take a break for a year. 

“But before the year was up, we 
were at war. Dec. 7 came along and I 
was in for the duration,” Ms. Hatch 
said. 

She served in Panama and Puerto 
Rico (“Too hot and too many bugs.”), 
before heading to the Pacific and 
Saipan and Iwo Jima. Ms. Hatch was 
one of the first six nurses on Iwo Jima 
and spent eight months there. 

“We went in originally so that we 
could set up a big general hospital, get- 
ting ready for the invasion of Japan, 
which fortunately never happened,” 
she said. 

She did two tours in Germany after 
the war before retiring in 1961. 

David G. Roberts, 70, of 76 Wild 
Rose Drive, was an Army infantry 
sergeant in World War II who partici- 
pated in the invasion of Normandy. 

He also was in battles in northern 
France, the Rhineland and central 
Europe, and received the Purple Heart 
for wounds he received in combat.

Teacher writes 
about editorial 


Editor, Townsman: 

Your editorial of May 14, “Sick days 
and substitutes cost us too much,” is 
based on several inaccurate assertions, 
which need clarification. 

Let’s start with the first sentence: 
“No one wants to pick on teachers.” In 


fact, for many politicians and much of 


the media, it’s open season on teachers. 

s I write this, the Legislature is con 
sidering proposals by Gov. Weld to 
strip teachers of tenure and seniority 
rights and many of the hard-won bene 
fits of the past 25 years, And it has 
become all too common for schools to 
be blamed for problems that are the 
result of societal ills: broken families, 
drug and alcohol abuse, ete. 

In Andover, teachers are “picked 
on” by having to contend with a school 
budget that’s been reduced by more 
than $4..5 million in the last four years, 
forcing larger class sizes and fewer 
support staff (librarians, technology 
instructors, guidance counselors and 
instructional aides). 

Your assertions about teacher sick 
days are equally misleading. 

First of all, to base your conclusion 
that a six-day average is excessive on a 
“survey” of three of your employees 
trivializes the whole question and 
insults teachers. 

To begin seriously to evaluate the 
Andover substitute teachers account, 
we should note that substitute costs 
rose $22,932 over last year. This can be 
explained in two ways: 

1. In the past year, 
Andover teachers suffered long-term 
illness; two passed away. These teach- 
ers were able to avail themselves of the 
Andover Education Association's sick 
leave bank, into which Andover teach- 
ers each donate one of their unused 
sick days, to be used by colleagues who 
use up their sick days due to long-term 
illness. The total cost incurred by the 
sick leave bank depletion was $24,370

A second variable which must be 
considered is the 5 percent raise (well 
deserved) which substitute teachers 
received in January. However, even 
with this raise, the short-term substi 
tute account is $1,100 less than last 
year. 

To speculate that sick day use might 
decline with a “free lunch” or an extra 
vacation day is again insulting and 
simply irresponsible. You don’t treat 
serious illness with a free lunch. 

Andover taxpayers deserve more 
serious consideration of the problems 
which beset their schools. And 
Andover teachers deserve an apology.

drugs to ship to Russia,” said Mathew. “Even 
a Girl Scout Troop, #291 in Methuen, made a 
contribution. Conlon Drug in Lawrence, 
Brooks Drug in North Andover, New Eng 
land Document and Conversation Center and 
the DeMoulas Foundation supported us with 
donations,” 

North A esidents donated 250 
pounds of medicines to be mailed with the 
other donated medicines from Vermont. The 
groups traveled as guests of the town of 
Ursula. They stayed in hotels and had to 
show a passport when they entered or exited 
the lobby. 

Yaroslavi is 1,000-year-old city, located 
northeast of Moscow, with approximately 
600,000 residents. The city, on the Volga Riv 
er, had been a vacation area for the ezars and 
Russian nobles, Today it is a very industrial 
city with many smoke stacks, polluted water 
and air. The water is undrinkable with bac 
teria, The buildings are two or three stories 
high with cobblestone squares for walking 
space and many monuments of Lenin 

“The subways are very clean, no graffiti 
anywhere, with chandeliers and marble 
floors,” said Mathew. 

Mathew noticed many differences in the 
general appearance and lifestyle of the Rus 
sian people. They want American styles but 
are wearing drab and out-of-date clothes 
Most of their teeth are have gold 
caps. Dental care is very expensive and 
painful, To use Novocain for fillings or 
extractions would cost a six-month salary. 

“The Russians like candy but can’t have 
any without causing dental problems,’’said 
Mathew, 

“The ruble is worthless. Most people earn 
enough to only survive,” said Mathew. “An

“T became aware of all the things | took for 
granted,” Mathew said. 

The Smith family has a Russian heritage, 
Mathew’s grandparents fled from the coun 
try during the Russian Revolution in 1923. 
His grandmother remembers being carried 
out of a burning house. An older sibling car 
ried her to safety. Years later she wanted to 
look for the rest of the family but the Russian 
government wouldn't allow it. There were 
eight children and three had to stay behind 
because they had families of their own and 
couldn't arrange for their passage. 

Traveling in Russia extended to St. Peters 
burg and Moscow. Mathew was able to visit 
the Hermitage museum in St. Petersburg. 
Mathew was impressed with its size — “300 
rooms and very very ornate.” 

J. Emmett Goggin, principal of North 
Andover High School, and Mathew’s parents 
encouraged him to take another trip. The 
North East Soccer Club Invitational asked 
Mathew to participate at the Invitational 
games in Holland, Belgium, England and 
France.

Reaction to the highly publicized 
Lawrence woman’s murder indicates 
to Ms. Tucker that politicians are lis- 
tening to battered women. 

“Ten years ago, stalking was consid 
ered harassment, a misdemeanor. Law 
enforcement officials couldn’t do any 
thing about it. This law gives them the 
framework to start impacting on the 
problem,” she said. 

“Td like to see the public get behind 
domestic violence the way it did 
against drunk driving. We need to 
start education of kids in school. I’d 
like to see campaigns like ‘real men 
don’t hit women,’ like the ‘friends don’t 
let friends drive drunk,’ ” Ms. Tucker 
said. 

According to a report from the 
Coalition for Battered Women, in 1989, 


her home Monday, according to 
reports.

one woman died because of domestic 
violence every 22 days. In 1991 that fig 
ure was up to one woman every 16 
days. In April of this year, it was 
revised to one woman every nine days. 

The United States has three times as 
many animal sheiters as shelters for 
battered women and children, accord 
ing to Ms. Tucker. State funding for 
battered women’s programs was $5.4 
million in 1989. It dropped to $4.8 mil- 
lion in 1991 and remains there today. 
But Ms. Tucker has some hope for 
improvement. 


“The governor and the legislature 
will be adding money to this budget. I 
have great hope they'll add significant- 
ly to these resources for battered wom- 


en,” Ms. Tucker said Tuesday.

Mr. Valerio is married. He was 
placed on administrative leave without 
pay, according to an official at the Suf- 
folk County District Court .

Commission tells how to remove hazardous paints 


The hazards of lead-based paints have 
become an urgent public health issue. Medi 
cal case histories show that thousands of 
children face irreversible mental and physi- 
cal damage resulting from exposure to- lead 
in their homes. 

Since the use of lead-based paint on build. 
ings in Massachusetts began in the late-17th 
century and was a standard treatment until 
World War II (and in many cases was used 
up until 1978), virtually all historic Mas- 
sachusetts’ properties that retain their early 
painted woodwork contain potentially haz 
ardous levels of lead. according to Leslie 
Sampou, project coordinator for the Mas 
sachusetts Historical Commission.

Tips to help keep your lawn green and water plentiful 


The New England Water Works 
Association reminds people to con 
serve the community's valuable water 
supplies while tending lawns and gar- 
dens in the months ahead. Here are 
some tips to conserve this critical 
resource. 

« Water lawn or garden only when it 
needs it. Don’t follow a fixed schedule. 
A good way to see if your lawn needs 
watering is to step on the grass. If it 
springs back up when you move, your 
lawn doesn’t need water. If it stays flat, 
start the sprinkler. Water during the 
cool parts of the day. Heat and wind 
will rob your lawn of water before it 
can be used. Watering during cooler 
times of the day avoids excess evapora 
tion. Early morning is generally a bet- 
ter time than dusk, since it helps to 
prevent the growth of fungus. 

* Deep-soak your lawn. Water your 
lawn long enough for the moisture to 
soak down to the roots where it will do 
the most good. In this way, the lawn 
will develop a deeper root system, 
which requires less water and is more 
resistant to disease and wear. During a 
cool or cloudy spell, you don’t need to 
water as often. A light sprinkling, on 
the other hand, can evaporate quickly 
and encourage a shallow root system. 
Use a soil-moisture indicator to tell 
when your lawn needs watering -and 
when it doesn’t. 


- Know how to turn off your auto- - 


matic sprinkler system in case of rain. 
* Aerate your lawn by punching 
holes six inches apart; water will reach 
the roots rather than run off surfaces. 
- Keep your lawn free of weeds.

Weeds are thirsty water thieves. 

* Maintain your lawn with grass 
blades about 2 1/2 to 3 inches high. 
Grass blades can shade each other and 
reduce evaporation. 


> Don’t water the gutter. Lots of 


water applied rapidly to a lawn or gar 
den will run off into the gutters. 
Instead, let water sink in slowly. Posi 
tion lawn sprinkler so water lands on 
the lawn or garden, not on paved areas. 

* Plant drought-resistant trees and 
plants. Many beautiful trees and plants 
thrive with far less watering than oth 
er species. Check your local garden 
shop for selections available in your 
area, 

+ Landscape with rock gardens to 
reduce the size of your lawn. 

* Put a layer of mulch around trees 
and plants. Mulch will slow evapora- 
tion of moisture as well as discourage 
weed growth. 

* Recycle water from your fish tank 
by using it to water plants. Fish emul- 
sion is a good and inexpensive fertiliz- 
er, high in nitrogen and phosphorous. 

* Use a broom or rake, not a hose, to 
clean walks, driveways and gutters. 

* Don’t leave the sprinkler running 
all day or the garden hose unattended. 
Your garden hose can pour out 600 gal- 
lons of water or more in only a few 
hours. Thousands of gallons can be 
wasted in a very short time. 

* Check for leaks in outdoor hoses, 
faucets and couplings. Leaks outside 
the house may not seem as bad since 
they're not as visible, but they can be 
just as wasteful as leaks inside the 
house. Keep your hoses, faucets and

Insect screens are for health and 
comfort, not for safety.

He suggests that you follow the 
advice below published by the National 
Safety Council: 

+ 1. If you must open a window ina 
room where a small child will be sleep- 
ing or playing, open it not more than 
four or five inches. If you fear a child 
can raise the window higher, secure it 
at the desired height with a “window 


burglar lock” or create your own 
device, such as a broomstick or piece of 
wood placed between the top of the 
raised window and the top of the win- 
dow frame. 

- 2. For windows that are opened 
with the turning of a handle, it may be 
a good idea simply to remove the han- 
dle and screw it back only when you 
need to adjust the window or for escape 
in case of a fire. 

- 3. Curtains or shades over a win- 
dow during nap time and at night will 
help keep a curious child from being 
attracted to the scene outdoors. 

- 4. Be sure all screens are secure and 
in good repair, but do not depend on 
them for anything except to keep small 
birds and insects out. 

- 5. Never place a child’s bed or crib 
next to a window. 

+ 6. Avoid placing furniture under 
windows. If you cannot avoid it, keep 
the windows closed and locked. 

- 7. Above all, keep an eye on your 
toddler.

* Check attic air vents and clear 
them of any dust or debris. If the 
attic is not vented, the conditioner 


will work harder than necessary. 
* Insulate and seal air condition-

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| Report cites change 
in housing trends 


Americans today are rethin] Ing the hom 
what it is and how it is used — in ways that 
May affect the design. construction, selec 


tion, purchase and remodeling of future 
houses, according to a study on trends and 
patterns in household life. 

The report concludes that American 
homes could be much more useful to the peo- 
ple who live in them. Signs of change can be 
found in the following initiatives recorded in 
the Whirlpool Corp. study 

* The housing industry is devoting 
increased attention to making new housing 
affordable through smaller-sized homes and 
cost-saving construction techniques. 

* Builders, furniture designers and appli 
ance manufacturers such as Whirpool are 
using barrier-free and universal designs to 
meet the needs of both general and special 
population groups. 

* The housing industry is exploring flexi- 
bility in home design to accommodate a 
household life which includes a growing 
number of diverse and concurrent activities

* Some developers are moving away from 
large, homogeneous tract subdivisions to 
more socioeconomically diverse and more 
environmentally sensitive developments, 

The Whirlpool Home Life Issues Study 
reports on trends and patterns in household
